AUSTRALIA having won the 
first leg 3-0, could the ‘Green 
and Gold’ now keep the 
Iranians from scoring one 
more goal? 

Rasic continued. “The huge 
crowd lifted Iran’s team. 

“The defeaning, non-stop 
noise for the entire 90 minutes 


was unbearable, My players 
couldn’t hear one another's 
calls from just a few metres 
apart. Australia was 
magnificent. The entire team 
showed unbelievable strong, 
unyielding character. They 
were defiant to the hostile 
enemy. 

“My captain and sweeper 
Peter Wilson, our magnificent 
centre back Johnny Watkiss, 
centre forward, the tough 
Maxie Tolson were committed 
warriors.

As he recalls, “The second 
leg of the Grand Final in 
Sydney against Olympic was 
one of the highlights of my 
career. We won the league 3-2 
on aggregate.”

ustralia followed up 
their fantastic victory 
over Sweden with a 
dominant 4-0 display 
against Hungary in 
Csarkvar last Sunday week.

At the bottom, Bury and Cardiff 
finished well behind the pack and 
were relegated. For Cardiff it was the 
end of the club’s most successful era, 
their downturn in fortunes exemplified 
by them scoring only nine goals away 
from home all season. 

Middlesbrough were champions of 
Division Two with George Camsell 
scoring 30 goals. Grimsby were 
runners-up and also gained 
promotion. At the bottom, Port Vale 
and Clapton Orient went down. 

In the third divisions, Bradford City 
took the title by a point from Stockport 
County in the North. The South went 
to Charlton on goal difference from 
Crystal Palace. A further four teams 
were a win behind, including 
Plymouth Argyle, yet again just out of 
the promotion race.

THERE WERE no games in 
the Premier League last 
weekend due to ‘World Cup 
qualifiers’ taking place. This, 
surprisingly, didn't involve the 
England team but with so 
many ‘foreign stars’ now 
plying their trade in the UK, if 
the games were to continue it 
would leave only those 
‘inferior Brits’ to put on a 
show. 

‘Much as it seems wonderful 
so many People want to play 
in the top flight of world 
football these days, the first 
signs of major pitfalls that lay 
along the path begin to rear 
their head. 

To overstock the greatest 
world league, at this point in 
time, with imports results in 
fewer homegrown players 
taking the field. That, in turn, 
leads to a lessening of 
experience for these players 
which will directly, or 
indirectly depending upon 
your viewpoint, takes its toll 


on the national side. 
With the Bosman Ruling 
allowing freedom of 


movement for EEC players 
finding themselves out of 
contract, more and more will 
move abroad, dispensing with 
the transfer fee for their club 
but a larger ‘signing on fee’ 
for the individual. Flood any 
market with imports and not 
only does the national debt of 
that country increase, so does 
unemployment! 


The same can be sai 
football, The younger players 
will find the route to first team 
matches blocked by imports, 
clubs will soon decide not to 
spend vast amounts on 
producing their own talent 
when it’s far cheaper to 
purchase from overseas and 
the verdict isn’t too hard to 
work out, 

With fewer avenues of 
‘opportunity for the youngsters 
to tread, lower quality 
footballers will be produced as 
more and more find their way 
into other areas of earning a 
living and supporting a family, 
The percentages for young 
footballers making it into the 
big time at present is low to 
say the least, how many more 
will be dissuaded from taking 
the gamble if this practice 
continues? 

‘The upshot remains simple: 
Fewer quality players coming 
through, for a variety of 
reasons, leading to a general 
dropping of standards within 
that country. Italy, to a certain 
degree, suffered this when it 
was the Serie A that shone 
alone as the world’s number 
one Jeague but now aj to 
be back on track. What 
happened there can also 
happen in Britain. 


However, as with Italy, 
these things will go in cycles, 
As the imports grow older, 
their effectiveness will dim. 
The countries producing the 
better players will see their 
own leagues suffer as more 
and more leave their shores. 
This means they will either 
have to buy or produce their 
own. . Eventually, the 
production line breaks down 
for a while but while being 
repaired, they import players. 
As more and more are 
imported, the leagues they 
leave behind must produce 
their own players and so on. 

As a portent of what’s 
around the corner perhaps, 
what better example than to 
see a league close down for a 
weekend even though their 
national side is not involved in 
a competitive match, If this is 
what is in store, how long 
before the clubs totally strip 
the governing bodies of their 
powers and turn up for 
matches at the home of the 
highest bidder, wherever that 
may be in the world? 

Things will probably never 
get that bad, we hope, but it 
proves to be a very scary 
scenario all the same. 

The simple fact remains, 
like kids with new toys, the 
clubs will explore, probe and 
dissect any new rulings, any 
new way to grab a few extra 
millions quickly but, once the 
novelty factor wears off and 
they tire of it, they'll find a 
new toy to play with and the 
old one will be consigned to 
the shelf, or under the bed, for 
many years.
